History must be preserved, filmmaker says

Thirty and 20-something 
Canadians have a duty to 
remember their country’s 
past, including stories 
from the thousands of sol¬ 
diers who lost their lives in 
the First and Second World 
Wars, says actor and direc¬ 
tor Paul Gross. 

“We are in danger of los¬ 
ing who we are,” said 
Gross said in an interview 


with Metro yesterday, in 
advance of last night’s gala 
Edmonton premiere of the 
First World War epic Pass¬ 
chendaele. 

“How do you know 
where you are going if you 
don’t know where it is you 
come from? It’s a societal 
failure in a way to keep 
these stories alive.” 

The film, set to open in 
theatres Oct. 17, explores 
the horrific battles of the 
First World War. One is the 
titular Battle of Passchen¬ 


daele, which claimed 
16,000 casualties during 
the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force’s two-weelc 
assault. 

Canadian film compa¬ 
nies, Gross says, haven’t 
done enough to share 
those stories of epic bat¬ 
tles, since making such a 
movie is expensive. Film¬ 
makers had to pay $20 mil¬ 
lion to make Gross’ film, 
something before unseen 
in Canada’s film industry.

A man accused of

The accused didn’t 
have a lawyer present 
during his brief first ap¬ 
pearance, and was repre¬ 
sented by a court-provid¬ 
ed lawyer who asked to 
put the case over to a lat¬ 
er date.

A parent who invited her 
child’s friend into her 
home for a sleepover 
hours before the young 
girl was allegedly sexually 
assaulted said she never 
heard about the attack un¬ 
til police pounded on her 


front door, testified the 
woman yesterday. 

The woman also said she 
never remembered locking 
the door before a man en¬ 
tered the home and al¬ 
legedly grabbed the then 
seven-year-old girl from the 
living room floor back in 
Aug. 5,1995. 

The man allegedly raped 
her behind a shed a few 


houses away. 

“I have a habit of closing 
the door, as I have a dog,” 
said the woman. “I can’t re¬ 
member if I locked it at 
that time.” 

The woman also admit¬ 
ted that she didn’t know 
or never saw the accused, 
32-year-old Neil Lester 
Johnson, before the al¬ 
leged attack. 


Johnson has pleaded not 
guilty to charges of kidnap¬ 
ping, unlawful confine¬ 
ment, and sexual assault. 

The case originally went 
cold, but investigators re¬ 
opened it in 2003. Investi¬ 
gators matched DNA from a 
semen stain on the girl’s 
pyjama top to Johnson’s 
who was then arrested. 

The victim, who cannot 


be named, remembers lit¬ 
tle of the attack, except ap¬ 
pearing bloody and cov¬ 
ered in dirt on the 
doorstep of a stranger who 
then called police. 

Johnson has pleaded not 
guilty to charges of kidnap¬ 
ping, unlawful confine¬ 
ment and sexual assault.

Show times, movie listings and ticket info is available at www.deadmonton.net. metro edmonton 


Domestic abuse victims get help from province

Escaping family violence 
got easier for about 50 
women and their children 
yesterday as the province 
injected nearly $1 million 
into a pilot project aiming 
to get the victims of domes¬ 


tic abuse out of temporaiy 
shelters and into perma¬ 
nent homes. 

“There’s a great support 
network here, but we’re just 
unable to keep up with the 
demand,” said Calgaiy 
Homeless Foundation presi¬ 
dent and CEO Tim Richter, 
whose organization shelled 
out $250,000 for the project. 


Calgaiy has the highest 
rate of domestic violence in 
the countiy, according to 
the Calgaiy Foundation’s 
Vital Signs report released 
12,276 domestic calls to po¬ 
lice in 2007, a 500 call in¬ 
crease from the year prior. 

“It is critical that women 
and children who are vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence 


have housing available 
where they can pause, 
think about next steps, be 
safe and move to a better 
life,” said Yvonne Fritz, 
minister of housing and ur¬ 
ban affairs.

Drivers who tear through 
a south side 
neighbourhood are 
getting a reminder to ease 
their lead foot off the 
accelerator. 

The communities of Yel- 
lowbird and Bearspaw, 
south of 23 Avenue east of 
Calgaiy Trail, have been se¬ 
lected by the Office of Traf¬ 
fic Safety for a year-long pi¬ 
lot project, aimed to make 
drivers think twice about 
speeding through residen¬ 
tial neighbourhoods. 

“Local roads that are long, 
smooth, and don’t have a 
lot of turns or street lights 
are magnets for people 
wanting to pick up time, 
and the speeding issue is 
magnified as the communi¬ 
ty comes to it,” said city 


The city has installed mo¬ 
bile radar stations that 
clock drivers as they travel 
past. While they don’t pe¬ 
nalize drivers for speeding, 
they display their speed in 
giant, orange numbers, to 
make people aware of just 
how fast they are going. 

The two radar stations, 
which cost the city just un¬ 
der $15,000 each, will be 
moved in a rotation to differ¬ 
ent spots in the area, to test 
effectiveness and how fast 
people are actually going. 

Studies have shown that 
over 20 per cent of drivers 
in the area are travelling at 
a rate of 65 kmh or higher 
in 50 kmh zones. 

In a year’s time, the city 
will determine if the project 
has slowed motorists down. 
If it has, more units will be 
purchased and placed in oth¬ 
er residential danger zones.

CALGARY 

Calgary followed a national 
trend with more than 4,000 
fewer people showing up to 
advance polls than the 2006 
election. Protesters gathered 


in front of Calgary city hall 
Monday, decrying a lack of 
arts and culture support from 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
and his Conservative party. And 
former Calgary Northeast MP 
Art Hanger expressed dismay 
over the unravelling scrap be¬ 
tween independent conserva¬ 
tive candidate Roger Richard 
and official Conservative candi¬ 
date Devinder Shory, guaran¬ 
teeing a vote-splitting 
situation. 

VANCOUVER 

It was revealed this week that 
three B.C. federal candidates 
have declared bankruptcy in 
the past — one Conservative, 
one Liberal and one Green.

Just like the recent 
thriller Eagle Eye, Body of 
Lies is banking on the no¬ 
tion that, through 
technology, an unseen 
power can control our 
every move.

feature Paul Gross remem¬ 
bers listening to the grue¬ 
some stories his grandfa¬ 
ther would tell about 
World War I. They were 
moving, and heart wrench¬ 
ing.

Observing Ferris’ moves 
from the eyes of un¬ 
manned spy drones, Hoff¬ 
man calls the shots over a 
Bluetooth in America 
while watching his kids 
play soccer. 

For Ferris, this discon¬ 
nect is the perfect example 
of the problems in the Mid¬ 
dle East: If those directing 
the war on terror cannot 
relate to the situation on 
the ground, how can they 
solve the quandary there? 

I suppose that’s the polit¬ 
ical point of the film, but 
three-time Oscar nominee 
Scott (Gladiator) compro¬ 
mises too much for the 
sake of the action to really 
hammer that message 
home. 

Instead, he creates a de¬ 
cent actioner, led by Di- 


daele, a movie set during 
the height of the World 
War I. 

The film — it opens next 
Friday — explores the hor¬ 
rific battle, a fight which 
claimed about a million 
lives and eventually found 


Caprio who continues to 
impress with solid per¬ 
formances in socially con¬ 
scious projects. As for 
Crowe — who reportedly 
gained more than 20 lcilo-

“Really, the movie is a 
love story with war as the 
culminating event,” said 
Gross, who is the film’s 
lead actor, writer, director

“I think it’s because 
gradually I became more 
interested in the intimacy 
of warfare.

Although entertaining, 
Body of Lies — like its cine¬ 
matic brethren Eagle Eye 
— carries little legitimacy 
as an accurate lesson in re¬ 
al world politics. 


The movie was filmed in 
Alberta and took about a 
year to make. It cost $20 
million — high for a Cana¬ 
dian production. 

“It did have a lot of mon¬ 
ey, but if this was a U.S. 
studio, they wouldn’t con¬ 
template it for anything 
less than $100 million US,” 
said Gross, who is from 
Calgary. “So, we were still 
making a very low budget 
film in comparison, and I 
can guarantee there wasn’t 
a day that went by on that 
set where I didn’t think I 
couldn’t use another $80 
million.” 

Gross is unsure how his 
movie will be received, but 
resigns himself to the fact 
it’s out of his control. 

“I just really hope those 
who do go to see it, and I 
hope every human being 
breathing in Canada goes 
to see it, really feels it was 
time well spent,” he said.

review It says a lot about 
the current state of our 
planet when two of the 
biggest family films of re¬ 
cent months have been set 
in post-apocalyptic worlds 
where humans have been 
forced to abandon the 
planet due to excessive 
pollution. 

Granted, City of Ember 
isn’t as poignant or touch¬ 
ing as Pixar’s Wall-E, but 
then few films are. 

Based on the novel by 
Jeanne Duprau, City Of 
Ember is set in a world 
where a small community 
of humans have been liv¬ 
ing underground for gen¬ 
erations, awaiting the day 
when the planet will be 
hospitable enough to re¬ 
turn to the surface. 

Of course, due to corrupt 
leadership — currently 
embodied by a potbellied 
mayor played by Bill Mur¬ 
ray — none of the citizens 
know the master plan. It’s 
up to two children (bril¬ 
liantly played by Saoirse 
Ronan and Harry Treat- 
away) to uncover the mys- 
teiy and save the city. 

The plot is standard chil¬ 
dren’s fantasy/adventure 
fare elevated by social and 
political commentary. 

Caroline Thompson’s 
script suffers from having 
to condense a full novel in¬ 
to 90 minutes, but it is still 
one of the smartest chil¬ 
dren’s screenplays in re¬ 
cent years. Unfortunately, 
the movie probably won’t 
reach the audience it de¬ 
serves because it is simply 
too somber for the family- 
matinee crowd.

Josh Zuckerman, star of 
the new raucous teen 
comedy Sex Drive admits 
his favourite gags in the 
film are “anything to do 
with James Marsden.” 

In a wild movie that’s 
filled with scenes includ¬ 
ing a rowdy Amish keg 
party and a showdown 
with police while wearing 
a donut costume, Zucker¬ 
man’s endorsement shows 
how far Marsden has come 
as a comic actor since ris¬ 
ing to fame as a serious su¬ 
perhero in the X-Men fran¬ 
chise. 

Indeed, while Marsden 
has been lighting up such 
lighter fare as Hairspray 
recently, Sex Drive — in 
theatres next Friday — 
marks the first film where 
he steals the show out¬ 
right. 

“I was sure hoping I 
would be (funny),” admits 
Marsden during a recent 


interview in Los Angeles. 

“It was kind of a leap of 
faith. Like you go, ‘Either 
this is going to be a career- 
ender or people are going 
to really like it and find it 
funny.’” 

In the movie, Marsden 
plays Rex, the taunting 
and cocky brother to Zuck¬ 
erman’s Ian — a young vir¬ 
gin who sets out on a road 
trip in order to meet a 
sexy sure thing he met on 
the Internet. 

A modern twist on the 
teen comedies of the ’80s, 
it’s perhaps no surprise 
that Marsden’s character 
is one of the most obnox¬ 
ious jerks on film since 
Bill Paxton offered Antho¬ 
ny Michael Hall a “greasy 
pork sandwich served in a 
dirty ashtray!” in John 
Hughes’ Weird Science. 

”In the teenage years, 
everybody feels like 
they’re the anomaly, like 
they’re the freak,” says 
Marsden of the teen come¬ 
dy genre’s broad appeal.

“I certainly felt that way 
so all movies like this sort 
of got (me) through it.

While Marsden has been 
receiving accolades for the 
fearlessness of playing a 
jerk, he insists that it’s 
harder work acting in 
more sobering projects 
like his next film, a psy¬ 
chological thriller called 
The Box. 

“If I were to do live com¬ 
edy and stuff like that, 
that would be tough but 


this, you have a big old 
safety net,” says Marsden. 
“You can mess up and 


not be funny and know it’s 
going to get cut out of the 
movie. But I find it more 


difficult to expect some¬ 
body to really take you se¬ 
riously.”

American Carol laughless 


review Arriving at least 
one election cycle too late, 
David Zucker’s An Ameri¬ 
can Carol uses the less- 
than-original tack of using 
Dickens’ Yuletide classic to 
spoof left-wing politics 
and filmmaker Michael 
Moore in particular. 

Carol squanders its com¬ 
edic potential with a near¬ 
total absence of laughs. 
Audiences will be mostly 
stone-faced, although it’s a 
pretty good bet that Moore 
will be laughing his ass off. 

Zuclcer, whose credits in¬ 
clude such successes in the 
genre as Airplane! and The 
Naked Gun, apparently felt 
that combining right-wing 
political arguments with 
cheap gags about Moore’s 
slovenliness was a surefire 
recipe for laughs. 


Actually, even those 
who find Moore’s politics 
anathema will have some 
sympathy for the main 
character, dubbed Michael 
Malone and played appeal¬ 
ingly by Kevin Farley. 

A framing device featur¬ 
ing Leslie Nielsen relating 
the stoiy to kids at a Fourth 
of July barbecue adds little 
comedic value, which in¬ 
volve the portly filmmaker 
— whose latest effort is Die, 
You American Pigs — being 
visited by the ghosts of JFK, 
Gen. George Patton (Kelsey 
Grammer), George Wash¬ 
ington (Jon Voight) and the 
Angel of Death (country 
singer Trace Adkins). 

The ensuing episodes — 
including Neville Cham¬ 
berlain shining Hitler’s 
shoes, the happy slaves at 


Malone’s plantation (there 
was no Civil War thanks to 
Lincoln’s pacifism) and 
ACLU zombies being 
gunned down by a trigger- 
happy judge (Dennis Hop¬ 
per) — are meant to depict 
how leftist ideas inevitably 
lead to ruination. 

Unfortunately, the seri¬ 
ousness of the arguments 
— Zuclcer even brings the 
charred ruins of the World 
Trade Center towers into 
the mix — work against 
the gags, few of which are 
remotely funny anyway. 

The sole laughs are 
scored by Robert Davi, 
amusingly playing it 
straight as a Muslim ter¬ 
rorist who wants to hire 
Malone to make a suicide- 
bomber recruitment film.

Like Ken Bums documen¬ 
taries, sports movies have 
become a place where 
Americans try to talk 
about race with a regretful 
glance backwards and an 
optimistic one forward — 
if only we could say the 
same thing about election 
campaigns. 

It’s also a movie genre 
that has become as codi¬ 
fied and predictable as hor¬ 
ror films. 

Like so many of its pred¬ 
ecessors, Gaiy Fleder’s The 
Express is based on a true 
stoiy, sets up its protago¬ 
nist, his allies and antago¬ 
nists with ritual care, fea¬ 
tures a few game se¬ 
quences heavy on the ca¬ 
reening, quick-cut camera 
work, and ends with the 
customary series of end ti¬ 
tles to let us know what 
happened after the credits 
roll. 

It’s the story of Ernie 
Davis, the first African- 
American winner of the 
Heisman Trophy, back 
when everything blacks 
did — in music or films or 
sports — became part of 
the public face of the civil 
rights struggles of the late 
’50s and early ’60s. 

Davis’ great skill was as a 
running back, Jim Brown’s 
successor as Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity’s star, and a name 
that probably would have 
been as iconic as Brown’s 
had he not died of leukemia 
just after signing with the 
Cleveland Browns.

as a natural talent with a 
moral compass, increasing¬ 
ly motivated to use his tal¬ 
ent to represent and en¬ 
courage the aspirations of 
young blacks, and Fleder 
doesn’t get in the way of 
letting this become the 
film’s engine. 

Dennis Quaid plays the 
coach of the Syracuse Or¬ 
angemen, a white man 


willing to overlook colour 
if it helps him win games, 
but unwilling to push too 
hard against the danger¬ 
ously unstable racial edi¬ 
fices inside and outside the 
game. 

There’s nothing new hap¬ 
pening in The Express that 
challenges sports film con¬

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Sailing doc looks at long journey

The more than 4,000-kilo- 
metre Transpac sailboat 
race from Los Angeles to 
Hawaii is gruelling 
enough for seasoned 
sailors, but Roy Disney 
wanted to see how a 
group of college-aged kids 
would deal with the brutal 
weeklong journey across 
the Pacific Ocean. 

A sailboat racing veteran 
— his own boat held the 
race record from 1999 to 
2005— he’s also the for¬ 
mer vice-chairman of Dis¬ 
ney and knew that the 
journey would make a 
great movie. 

Along with executive 
producer Leslie DeMeuse, 
Disney had to find a boat, 
put together a sailing crew, 
and get the gear to capture 
it all — through rough seas 
and dark nights — during 
the non-stop race. 

Even now that the film, 
Morning Light, is being re¬ 
leased in theatres next Fri¬ 
day, he’s amazed that they 
were able to pull it off. 

“We were anticipating 


the likelihood that the first 
couple of days of that race 
is usually hard, upwind, 
pounding kind of sailing, 
with a lot of water in the 
boat and bailing the bilge 
out constantly and every¬ 
one dripping wet,” said 
Disney. 

“If you stick your head 
out of the hatch you get it 
right in the face, and if you 
do that with a camera it’s 
bye-bye.” 

Like Disney, DeMeuse 
has spent years sailing, and 
says that her introduction 


to the sport was part of her 
inspiration for Morning 
Light. 

“When I crossed the 
ocean when I was 16,1 had 
a very small world with my 
friends, and myfather 
dragged me on that boat 
kicking and screaming, 
but it was worth every kick 
and scream that I did, be¬ 
cause it really opened up 
my whole world,” she said. 

Kit Will, one of the 11 
young people who eventu¬ 
ally sailed the Morning 
Light across the Pacific, 


has been on boats since he 
was a toddler, and de¬ 
scribes the appeal of sail¬ 
ing in simple but resonant 
terms. 

“For me, from the begin¬ 
ning when I was a little 
kid, it was a lot about free¬ 
dom and the independ¬ 
ence of being out there in 
your little dinghy,” said 
Will. 

“And it is actually free. 
The lessons you learn be¬ 
ing out there on your own 
about self-reliance, even if 
you’re with a team, are re¬ 
ally important.” 

Fellow crewman Jesse 
Fielding is just as clear 
about what drew him in¬ 
to sailing, and describes it 
with palpable enthusi¬ 
asm. 

“It’s like going camping 
with your family, it’s like 
working on your car with 
your dad, it’s like wrestling 
with your brother, it’s like 
building a couch fort cas¬ 
tle,” said Fielding. 

“It’s like all of those 
things in one experience. 

“It feels so good to be 
part of it and to be out on 
the ocean. You get addicted 
to it.”

White, director of film stud¬ 
ies at the University of Al¬ 
berta. “It’s a lot more ambi¬ 
tious and sophisticated.” 

Loyalty, family and inte¬ 
gration are among the 
themes explored by The 
Godfather, but those soft 


words seem out of place in 
this stoiy. Like a horse 
head between the sheets. 

“ft does all the stuff that 
gangster films are sup¬ 
posed to do,” said White. 
“It has the kind of violence 
— exciting violence and 
vividly realized violence — 
all that kind of good, pulpy 
genre stuff is in The Godfa¬ 
ther, for sure. 

“But it’s a lot more so¬ 
phisticated about the ethi¬ 
cal quandaries inherent in 
that kind of violence. It’s a 
lot more sophisticated 
about the political and the 
social meaning of that 
kind of violence.” 

As for the restoration, 
White says it will revitalize 
one of the things that make 
The Godfather a master¬ 
piece. 

“The movie really is one 
of the great works of Ameri¬ 
can cinema, and a lot of it 
has to do with the colour,” 
he said. “It is this incredibly 
rich, vibrant, veiy visually 
lush piece of work. Some of 
that has to do with camera 
movement, but a lot of it 
has to do with colour. 

“It’s a really beautifully 
visualized piece of work.”

Well, that was until mul¬ 
ti-talented Canadian ac¬ 
tor/writer Don McKellar — 
perhaps most famous as 
the playwright of The 
Drowsy Chaperone — got 
his hands on it. 

The stoiy of a city be¬ 
sieged by a strange disease 
that causes everyone to 
suffer what’s called a 
“white blindness,” this 
film is part-allegoiy, part- 
dystopian drama. 

To put it simply, as 
everyone except Julianne 
Moore loses their sight and 
are placed in quarantine, 
society crumbles into 
chaos, violence and disar¬ 
ray — not unlike we’ve 
seen before in such books 
and films as Lord of the 
Flies. 

At times, it makes for a 
harrowing suspense dra¬ 
ma, and director Fernando 
Mereilles (The Constant 
Gardener) adds a notable 
visual flair that will either 
evoke an impressive sense 
of dread — or simply nau¬ 
seate you.

First political sound bites 
recorded 100 years ago 


Looking back in anger 


SoundCheck 



W atching all 
the politi¬ 
cal debates 
this past 
week re¬ 
minded me of a CD I re¬ 
cently acquired on a whim. 
It’s a 22-track release of a 
presidential debate from 
— wait for it — 1908. 

When Thomas Edison in¬ 
vented the phonograph, the 
last thing he was interested 
in was recording music. He 
envisioned the phonograph 
as a way to capture the 
words of great men and 
their great speeches for all 
time. In 1908, U.S. Republi¬ 
cans nominated William 
Howard Taft while the De¬ 
mocrats countered with 
William Jennings Brian for 
the third consecutive time. 

When they met in a se¬ 
ries of debates to discuss is¬ 
sues such as imperialism 
(Should America stay in 
the Philippines?), interven¬ 
tion into foreign lands (Are 
Christian missions any of 
our business?) and the re¬ 
cent collapse of the Ameri¬ 
can financial system (The 
Panic of 1907), their ad¬ 
dresses were recorded on 
Edison Talking Machines 
and distributed on Edison 
cylinders. In other words, 
100 years ago, the media 
gave us our first political 


sound bites. 

Edison cylinders were 
fragile things, but given 
their historical value, exam¬ 
ples of the Taft/Jennings de¬ 
bates were preserved. And 
forgotten. Enter a company 
from Champaign, Ill., called 
Archeophone Records. 
Since 1998, they’ve been 
lovingly preserving and re¬ 
issuing ancient sound 
recordings on CD. 

The Taft/Jennings record¬ 
ings are fascinating, but 
Archeophone also has re¬ 
leases that collect songs 
from the time before mi¬ 
crophones, mixing boards 
and proper studios. 

Lost Sounds: Blacks and 
the Birth of the Recording 
Industry, 1891-1922 is a 
window on some of the ear¬ 
liest blues and jazz record¬ 
ings ever made. Before Ra¬ 
dio: Comedy, Drama and 
Sound Sketches, 1897-1923 
offers an idea of the kind of 
entertainment people 
would listen to on their Edi¬ 
son machines before any¬ 
one even knew what a “ra¬ 
dio” was. My favourite is 
Actionable Offenses: Inde¬ 
cent Phonograph Record¬ 
ings from the 1890s. If you 
think today’s comedians are 
out of control, then you 
need to listen to what as be¬ 
ing committed to cylinder 
more than a century ago. 

Archeophone is highly 
recommended for people 
who want to how the 
recording industry began.

Toronto incident overshadows release of Oasis' new album

While the recent attack on 
Oasis guitarist Noel 
Gallagher was bad — he 
broke three ribs after a 47- 
year-old man assaulted 
him at Toronto’s Virgin 
Festival last month — 
bassist Andy Bell said 
things could have been 
worse. 

“I saw Noel lying on the 
ground,” he says on the 
phone from his London 
home. “I thought he had 
been stabbed.” 

At first Bell was in shock. 
He saw the crazed fan leap 
at singer Liam Gallagher 
after knocking Noel down, 
but three body guards 
quickly tackled the sus¬ 
pect. Although the band 
finished their set, they 
had to cancel a number 
of tour dates 
including ones 

l London, 

Ont., and Mon¬ 
treal — afte 
they founc 
out that the 
older Gal¬ 
lagher broth¬ 
er had bro¬ 
ken bones. 

Needless 
to say, Bell 
and the rest 
of the band 
aren’t too 
pleased that 
they’re sitting 
at home 
while their 


new record, Dig Out Your 
Soul, is hitting stores this 
week. “We’re unbelievably 
angry about this,” he says. 
“It’s crazy, right now we 
should be doing dates, but 
we’re not. This has thrown 
a huge bomb in the middle 
of our schedule. Apart 
from the fact it’s some¬ 
thing you don’t do. You 
don’t attack a man from 
behind.” 

Bell’s not sure what will 
happen to the attacker, 
and he hasn’t found out 
why Gallagher was hit, but 
the incident has made 
them rethink their large 
festival gigs. 

Although the band did fi¬ 
nally resume touring this 
week in Liverpool, 
this setback has 


difficult to promote their 
album. It’s too bad too as 
Dig Out Your Soul could be 
the band’s best effort since 
their mid-90s heyday. The 
songs aren’t as rocking as 
What’s the Story Morning 
Glory, and they don’t devi¬ 
ate much from their famil¬ 
iar Beatles-esque pop, but 
for the first time in a while 
the band sound like the 
are trying again.

Yesterday, the 
New York Post ran a stoiy 
anticipating a revival of the 
near-flatlined sitcom in re¬ 
sponse to the second com¬ 
ing of the Great Depression 
that’s supposed to be one 
more defaulted mortgage 
away. 

According to the Post, the

1 lb (500 g) boneless skinless 
chicken breas halves, trimmed 
%tsp (1 mL) salt

METHOD: 

1. Chop scallions, reserving all 
white portions and 14 cup (50 
mL) greens separately.

Place 
chicken between 2 pieces of 
plastc wrap and pound into 14 - 
in (l-cm) thickness with 
rolling pin or mallet.
